The conspicuous features of the conven- 


tion were the utter lack of enthusiasm and 
the small attendance. 
Even a resolution 


endorsing Judge Yerkes failed to elicit 
hearty applause, the only demonstration 
in this direction being the response evoked 
by a really fine resolution condemning 
the assault upon President McKinley. 
While most of the districts were represent- 
ed, as they should be under the Demo- 
cratic primary system, only delegates were 
present and the convention was not as 
large as the Bristol delegation at the Re- 
publican convention. 


The resolutions and proceedings dis- 


closed the feeling of Democracy in this 
county in the matter of fusion. 
As stated 


in this column before, the Democratic 
party in Bucks is willing Republicaps 
should aid to elect their ticnot but they 
are not in favor of voting for any Republi- 
can candidate on a mixed ticket. Chair- 
man Grim even went so far as to say Dem- 
ocrats could elect their ticket without Re- 
publican aid. That the party does not 
agree with him was shown by the fact that 
there was no effort to obtain the nomina- 
tions. All the candidates were elected by 
acclamation except for the office of Regis- 
ter, for which one ballot was taken. Heist, 
former Sheriff of hte county, was the only 
candidate for the important office of 
Treasurer. 


The resolution concerning the adminis- 


tration of affairs in the State were what 
was expected. 
One resolution charges 


fraudulent voting of colored men in the 
county. It is said an individual enter- 
tains the impression that colored men 
Come here from the South to vote the Re- 
publican ticket, so he was permitted to 
file his protest. 
Viewing the. convention 


16 throwing light on the Democratic situa- 
tion it may be said that that party is not 
at all sanguine of success and will do lit- 
tle work in the way of attempting to get 
out the full vote unless the present feet- 
ing of apathy can be dissipated. 


The convention was called to order on 


the court house lawn shortly after eleven 
o'clock by Howard I. James, Esq., of 
Bristol, chairman of the preceding conven- 
tion. 
The call was read by Secretary Ash- 


er K. Anders and the credential were re- 
ceived, showing that nearly all of the dis- 
tricts wree represented. 


Webster Grim, Esq., a prominent Doyles- 


town leader of the party, was unanimously 
elected as permanent chairman. In thank- 
ing the convention for the honor Mr. Grim 
said that while all were Democrats he 
hoped the convention would join with 
him in condemnation of the attempted as- 
sassination of the President and the hope 
that he would recover. 
While the Presi- 


dent's policy and that of his party was 
such as would lead to great trouble, this 
attempt upon the President's life was a 
blow at the government. 
In view of the 


calamity it would be well not to discuss 
national affairs. 
Mr. Grim then devoted 


his attention to State issues, declaring 
that the convention was not concerned 
with national issues or county politics. 
He believed the present members of the 
Assembly were good men but had been in- 
duced to change their attitude on certain 
public measures. Mr. Grim declared that 
the Democratic party need not depend 
upon Republican support. The party is 
still a power and there is no room in this 
country for a third party. 
Democracy is 


unterrified by defeat. 
It cannot be dis- 


mayed. It will not be long before the skies 
are clear. 


George Ross and Asher K. Andres. Esq., 


were named as Secretaries of the conven- 
tion. 


A number of vice presidents were elect- 


ed and the Committee on Resolutions was 
appointed, a member being selected from 
each district. 


The convention then proceeded to place 


candidates in nomination and the follow- 
ing names were presented:

There being no contest for any nomina- 


tions except that of Register the other 
candidates were nominated by acclama- 
tion. ( Finally all the candidates for Reg- 
ister withdrew except Acbey and Worman. 
Achey was nominated on the first ballot. 
He received 64 votes and Worman 16, while 
3 were cast for Snyder in spite of his with- 
drawal. The resolutions were then called 
for and read by Henry A. James, Esq., 
chairman of the committee. That} relat- 
ing to President McEmley was considered 
a special resolution and not a part of the 
platform. 


The resolutions adopted among other 


things set forth an expression of profound 
srorow for the murderous attack upon and 
subsequent Buffering of President McKin- 
ley, and declare "that the constituted au- 
thorities will be negligent and faithless 
to their duties it they do not swiftly and 
unrelentingly suppress and extinguish 
those who advocate murder and conflarga- 
tion as a means for asserting their own 
opinions or righting wrongs, real or imag- 
inary, and prevent, as well, the dissemina- 
tion of such doctrines; and that the Leg- 
islative authorities, as a means of better 
protecting the duly elected executive head 
and servant of the people, the President, 
should enact and declare murder and at- 
tempt to murder the President of the Unit- 
ed States, as the official head of the coun- 
try, specific crimes with more deterrent 
punishments for the perpetrators thereof.' 


The Democratic State paltform was en- 


dorsed, and the late Legislature censured 
for various acts. A feeble attempt was 
made to hold the Republican county con- 
vention up to ridicule. The lengthy reso- 
lutions wound up as follows: 


WHEREAS, 
There is accumulative evi- 


dence that it is the practice of Republican 
machine workers in this county to encour- 
age non-resident colored men to vote at 
our elections, and such illegal vote has 
become BO numerous as to overturn the ex- 
press will of the actual legal vote of the 
county: 


Resolved, That the Democratic County 


Committee is hereby instructed to appoint 
a committee and to take such other atepa 
aa may be necessary to investigate such 
oases and to prosecute all persons attempt- 
tag to vote illegally, their aiders and ab- 


bettors, and that it is the duty of all good 
citizens to report all such cases to the 
committee. 


After adopting this last remarkable reso 


lution, which required a suspension of the 
rules the convention adjourned. 


TULLYTOWH. 


Some parts of the Democratic platform 


adopted last week read like the libretto of 
a comic opera. For example when it ac- 
cuses the Republican party of the substi- 
tution in place of common honesty of "the 
demands of an insatiate greed of public 
plunderers for money, money, more mon- 
ey." 
Just why the framers of the resolu- 


tion robbed the paragraph of the sem- 
blance to dignity that it might have pos 
sessed by the addition of the second "mon- 
ey" and then the third "money," can only 
be explained by the paroxysm of grief that 
overcame the writer when he thought of 
the other fellows feeding at the public 
crib while he remained without the gates. 
Then arose that bitter wail "money, mon- 
ey, more money." Yes, fellow citi/ens of 
Bucks county, the Democratic party is 
willing to take even third money in the 
political race, and invites all disgruntled 
Republicans to asisst in the good work of 
reform by turning out the present Republi- 
can regime in Bucks county and assisting 
the Democratic party not only to pie, but 
to get its claws into "money, money, more 
money." 


Seriously speaking, the officials of Bucks 


county who have held the row offices un- 
der the Republican regime have been a 
credit to the county, and whatever may be 
any man's views as to the condition of the 
party elsewhere, he owes it to his county 
to see that, aa a straight business proposi- 
tion, the Republican party remain in con- 
trol here. 


Here is another gem from the platform: 


"We invite all political parties, all organi- 
zations of men heedful of the public wel- 
fare and Pennsylvanians to join us in a 
crusade for the purification of polluted 
channels of public authority." The mean- 
ing of the above is somewhat obscure. 
Just what is meant by the expression,, "all 
organizations of men heedful * * * * * 
of Pennsylvamaus," will remain a puzzle 
to the majority of English speaking peo- 
ple. 
Of course one can gather in a gene- 


ral way that there is an implied invitation 
from the Democratic party that the Re- 
publicans turn traitors against their coun- 
ty organization and assist in its overthrow. 


Not this year, however, my "man heed- 


ful of Pennsylvamans," whatever that 
may mean. Not this year with a Republi- 
can county ticket composed of men of the 
highest character and of sterling intergity. 
Not this year, when the Republican organ- 
ization is more compact than it his been 
for five years. Not this year nor any year 
so long as the Republican organization 
properly conducts its affairs and its elect- 
ed county officials perform their 
allotted 


duties to the satisfaction of the people 
of the county.

NORRISTjDWN LETTER. 
Norristown, PH., Sept.l 0, 1801. 


Of course the sensational news over the 


attempted murder of President McKinley 
at tho Buffalo Fair has overshadowed every 
other subject. 
But the first seemed to be 


the most startling account in Norristown 
—the announcement of the assasination 
and death of the President. Indeed, we 
retired on Friday evening under the con- 
firmed boliof that the President was dead. 
Tho Norristown Register, which issues forth 
at about 1 P. M. about the same time as 
the Herald and Times, about six P. M., 
sent out a special edition with the posi- 
tive despatch dated Buffalo, August 6, 
1901, announcing the death of the Presi- 
dent. 
Wo could easily account for tho 


typographical error which dated the des- 
patch a month back for we know if the 
President had boon shot ho would not have 
kept it to himself a month, so on the 
whole the account filled all the people with 
horror. 
Nothing but profound sorrow and 


regret prevailed. 
Wo had no sympathy 


with murderers like Mnyor Richardson, 
who said tho Piosidont ought, to have been 
killed long ago, and theu Richaidson 'got 
pummeled and pounded until he had to be 
taken care of. 


Mr. McKinloy's speech at the Buflalo 


Fair was one of the finest that he ever ut- 
tered. It was so hopeful of the future, so 
full of sensible views, so broad and com- 
prehensive in its statesmanlike views of 
all matters in the purview of the enter- 
prise for which he WUB spokesman, that I 
concluded when I reaa it that it would 
have a wholesome influence among all the 
republics of America and all the nations 
of the East; and when I read of the trage- 
dy immediately finishing the speech, I 
thought that the oration would go down to 
posterity as McKinlev's farewell address. 
It is a model. 
Ho does not mention "tnr- 


ifl;" ho uses no catchwords; there is noth- 
ing of tho demagogue in it; no sound and 
fury signifying nothing; but it is full of 
most brilliant and patriotic 
emotions, 


bubbles all over with sublime sentiments 
and lecommondations, and seems like a 
message from Blaino or Jefferson or John 
Adams. 


There was carelessness in guarding the 


poison of the President. 
Here was a man 


openly carrying his left hand covered with 
a 'kerciof; not in a sling, or in boards, nor 
accompanied with a guard as a man suffer- 
ing fiom a dangorous wound or affliction 
would have been, and yet no was permit- 
ted to come to the very front fuce of the 
President and fire two deadly shota into 
his body. Such a body guurd as the Preai 
dent had wns utterly unworthy of the high 
nnd imuortant functions committed to its 
charge—it was u failure. I do not consid- 
er Hint the man I have placed at my stable 
door to prevent my horse from being stolon 
would bo worthy of his trust, if he would 
permit » stranger to enter in the stable, 
mount the horse nnd ride off with him. 
The President was shot openly and public- 
ly; and there it stands as a stigma upon 
the regime that had tne Chief Magistrate's 
protection in charge. 
It the tragedy was 


not so setious, I would suggest a Court 
Martial to inquire by whose laches the 
Oommander-in-Ohief of the 
Army and 


Navy of the United States WUB assassinated 
in MB tent.

Thurs- 
day of last week wns fixed upon as usual in 
Nomstown to make geneial nominations 
for delegates to bo elected on Saturday 
evening, but tho Herald already on Wed- 
nesday published the list fixed upon for 
the tovvn—so that ended all contioversy 
and answered all questions. The apathy is 
universal and alarming. The people seem 
to stand in awe, as if cooped up on a rail- 
road train in charge of a gang of highway- 
men looting the express car. 
It is a mas- 


terly inactivity. It is not a strike. It is 
a paralysis of all interest or care for the 
outcome. 
Delegate elections are a farce 


a relic of some piehistoric period, which 
nono of tho actual business men in any line 
pay any more attention to than to a He 
brow prayer book. If the Democrats have 
no more life, each party might as well 
appoint a man to cast the ballot of his party 
something like you do in Bucks county at 
a county convention. Let each one at the 
appointed hour commence to vote for a 
stated period, say 15 minutes, • and then 
count off and give tho certificate to the 
nnn who got the most. 
If there was a tie, 


;ry it over. 
We may as well malie the 


iarce complete; the silence abject. I speak 
of the situation as I find it. 
Our people 


do not understand the Bucks county meth- 
od of holding a convention; but it seems a 
mass convention where all the people of a 
party may come together would be better 
attended by the thining and earnest men 
in favor of good government than under 
our system, where all is cut, dried and 
fitted together by a few. Talk to our peo- 
ple and you will find that this is their 
view. 
I have made it my business to take 


observations; to ask the yeomnary and the 
merchants, and I find universally the same 
nnswer: "It is no use; we go to the aele- 
gnte election nnd find everything fixed up; 
we are disgusted." This view ia fatal to 
;ood government and to the enactment of 
wholesome laws. 
If the 
people would 


move together and assert their rights de- 
spite all efforts of the hangers-on and par- 
asytes of party they could control in any 
county convention that the Republican 
party can hold. 
The traffickers in poli- 


tics know this, and therefore are bold in 
their work, while the industrious classes 
on the farms, in the stores, mills, factories 
and offices let all go by default. 
A beg- 


gar's dozen, or half dozen, at every poll, 
does all the work.

William H. Slingluff was for many years 


a leading banker and citizen of our tovvn, 
and about 1855, erected the finest dwell- 
ing house on DeKnlb street. He wns the 
cashier of the Montgomery County Bank, 
the only bank in the county. 
In the con- 


struction of his house he permitted no 
foreign mnterial of any kind or for any 
part, cor did he allow a foreigner to be 
employed about the building. He was an 
American of the strictest sect. It is a 
very fine place. 
About 20 years ago Mr. 


Slingluff died. Since then it has not been 
occupied as a residence; it has neither 
neon sold or rented; but the sons and 
daughters have had valuable plate and 
other goods deposited there. Lately there 
was a report published that the School 
Directors of Norristown have purchased 
this large house and curtilage for the Car- 
negie gift promised under certain imposi- 
tions of never ending duties to be perform- 
ed by perennial taxation. But there it 
stands, mute monitor of the mutations of 
all mundane estates. Last Friday four 
men entered this large establishment and 
proceeded to pack up the vaiunbles to be 
removed to the wngon which with n horse 
attached stood on the Oak street side in 
front of the large public school. An ice 
man on his rounds had his suspicions 
aroused, notified the police officers who 
disposed themselves about the establish- 
ment and captured three of the thieves— 
one escaped. How long their work had 
progressed no one can guess, but they had 
evidently been at work a long time and 
entirely undisturbed. 
The prowlers have 


evidently been at work a long time in this 
town and vicinity, but owing to the una( 
tractive and ordinary appearance of their 
poor old horse and wagon they were never 
suspected. Police who have routine work 
are n very poor protection; it requires men 
on the alert like the ice man. These are 
the kind of thieves that travel around 
nnd gather up pipe, wire and other useful 
material, nnd it always seemed to be very 
strange that they cannot be traced to the 
depots where they deposit their spoil.

ought to measure about GO feet.

Tho railways, lands, rights, franchises 


and property of Tne Philadelphia and 
Bristol Passenger Railway Company was 
sold at public sale by the trustees nt noon 
on Tuesday in front of the Farmers' Na- 
tional Bank, of Bristol. 
While there were 


a number of trolley magnates and capital- 
ists present there was but one bid for the 
property. 
The road wns sold to the Ne- 


shaminy Elevated Railway Company for 
one thousand dollars. The single bid wns 
made by George H. Howitz, a Philadel- 
phia attorney, representing Baltimore cap- 
italists, who hold a majority of the bonds 
issued against the Bristol and Philadel- 
phia Passenger Railway Company. 


The Nesharainy Elevated Railway Com- 


pany was recently incorporated under the 
law enacted by the last Legislature, com- 
monly known as the Fooht-Emery law, 
and was organized to form £ connecting

MR. MAULE ADDRESSES COUNCIL. 


John C. Maule, who was present in tho 


lobby, was granted pormission to address 
tho members. 
Mr. Maule said he desired 


to speak briefly on a subject that had been 
claiming his attention this summer—a 
subject that wns not a new one, but one 
that had been written about nnd talked 
about during his sixteen or seventeen years 
of residence in tho borough. During the 
past summer, tho speaker dclared, it had 
boon impracticable for him or his neighbors 
on Washington and Dorrance streets to 
keep the bedroom windows open at night 
on account of the stench which arose from 
tho open closets which liped the yards of 
tho residences on tho two streets. 
A short 


time ago, Mr. Maule said, he walked 
through the alloy between Washington and 
Durrunce streets from Pond to Wood stieet 
and counted sixty-two boxes, one public 
nnd six private stables, and tno closets of 
a school which is attended by 250 children, 
all of which has no drainage whatever. Mr. 
Muulo declared that the back yards of that 
region uro honeycombed with sunken bar- 
tels which have been placed to catch waste 
water and ho doubted if there was a single 
lot that did not have one or several old 
sinks, and that tho gound had become 
saturated with the filth. 
He declared that 


nt times, in the evenings, when walking 
along Washington street, the smell wns 
enough to "knock a mrtn doun." He add- 
ed that the gutters in front of the proper- 
ties wore nlso used for the carrying away 
of refuse water and he thought the evil 
might be lessened if 'tho Street Commis- 
sioner were u little more wide-awako. 
That official's duties were not so onerous 
that ho could not at least keep tho gutter* 
f reo from obstructions. 


Mr. Maule said the borough is inviting 


people to come horo to live, and induce- 
ments are being offered for now industries, 
but unless theio was some reformation in 
the sanitary condition of the borough, tht 
existing evil would act as a powerful de 
terrant to the acquisition,of new inhabi 
tants. The speaker made an earnest ap 
peal to council to devise some means to 
get rid of "this infernal nuisance." He 
believed there was enough wisdom in coun- 
cil to mane a successful move and he was 
sure tho members would be strongly back- 
ed up by the citizens of the borough. Some 
radical measure was needed. 


Mr. Wright inteirognted the speaker 


nnd wished to know if the matter com- 
plained of nnd its remedy were not clearly 
within the rights of the Board of Health.

Steamer "Twilight" Sunk. 


The steamer "Twilight" of the Dela- 


ware River Navigation Company sank in 
ho Delaware near Porrhviy, two miles 
south of Trenton, on Sunday evening at 
about 8 o'clock. 
A hole was knocked in 


he hull by striking a rock or sunken log. 
About 300 passengers were aboard, but all 
vore eotten off safely in tho "Twilight's" 
mall boats. 
It was oxtromolj - low tide 


at tho time, and it is presumed that owing 
o tne darkness tho pilot steerod rather 
oo close to the shore and struck a rock. 


After she struck the boat made consid- 


xable distance through Perriwig and was 
hen run into shore, thus' preventing an 
ibstruction to navigation. 


Captain Ward, who has been on the riv- 


r for many years, and who wns at the 
•heel of the "Twilight" when she struck 
he obstruction, made the following state- 
ment: 


We were coming up the rher and had 


ust passed tho beginning of Perriwig 
•hen I felt a sudden jar, the wheel was 
wisted from my hands and I was sent 
pinning backwards. 


I did not think for a time thut the 


amage was anything serious. 
Fireman 


rthur Wilcox rushed up to me and ro- 
orted that the water was rapidly tilling 
he hold and was reaching almost the fires 
n the boiler. 


"I ordered the fires quenched and this 
as done, making it impossible for danger 
•om that source. 
I knew, too, that we 


ad not more than three or four feet of 
ater under us and I turned the steamer 
loreward, realizing that if we settled and 
ank even then our danger would not be 
real in that depth. 
"I think we must have strnck a large 
C of wood imbedded in the channel, for 
le shock was something like that and not 
s if we had struck a rock. 
We were in 


the channel and not the least bit out of 
our course. I cannot account for the 
presence of the obstruction in tho river. 
We never had such an experience before, 
and I am sure none of the river men know 
that anything of that kind was there." 


On Tuesday the steamer was pushed by 


three tugs well up on the bar at high wat- 
er and at low tide wns pumped out and 
temporary patches put on the damaged 
parts. 


Yesterday morning the throe tugs towed 


the steamer down the river to Philadel- 
phia.

Officer Crisp denies the charges, bnt Ai- 


red Eocles, a prominent citizen, who 
leard the conversation, said that what he 
did really say was: "He is no better than 
an Italian who digs in the sewer." 


Mr. Eccles told Officer Orisp that he 


was a disgrace to his uniform. 
Officer 


risp replied: "You need not get swelled 


up or I'll settle you." 
Crisp is a young 


man with a good reputation, except in 
talking too much. He will be tried for 


that Abandoned Excursion.

Investigating Boiler Explosion. 


A number of employes on the steam 


boat "City of Trenton" were examined 
by government officials in the Federal 
building at 
Philadelphia on 
Monaay. 


The testimony of the witnesses which in- 
cluded the chief engineer and an oiler, 
who were both in the boiler room at the 
time of the explosion, was all to the effect 
that there was plenty of water in the boil- 
er at the time when tne disaster occurred. 


The results of the examination of the 


boiler itself, after being taken to the ship- 
yard, have not yet been given to the pub- 
lic. 
The publication of the story in the 


Philadelphia papers that the examination 
revealed the fact that the crown sheet of 
the boiler had collapsed, showing a defici- 
ency of water, is not true. 


In due time it will undoubtedly be 


shown by an exhibition of the boiler that 
its crown sheet is intact. It is said that 
a faulty construction of the boiler was re- 
sponsible for the accident.

next, for a considerable time, at Allen- 
town. 
Thence be went to West^Ohester 


for several years, during which he erceted 
a portion of the church buildings. From 
there he went to Summit Hill, Carbon 
county, where he built the present church. 
He continued at Summit Hill twelve years, 
going from there to Oonshohocken, where 
he was stationed six or seven years ago. 
When the Rev. Charles J. Vandergift was 
appointed rector of St, Edward's Chruch, 
several years ago, he was succeeded at St. 
Mark's, Bristol, by Father Garvey,
